New funding initiative to 
tackle Power Court site

ALTERNATIVE funding to help kick 
start development at a disused 
industrial site is being sought, a 
councillor has said. 

Cllr Sian Timoney, deputy leader of 
Luton council, said the authority 
was ‘exploring’ ways of securing 
funding to get development started 
at Power Court, which is in the town 
centre. 

The 20-acre site, owned by British 
Land, has been labelled ‘an eyesore’ 
by some residents following years of 
it lying derelict. 

Cllr Timoney said the cost of 


clearing the site would ‘run into 
several millions’ and that no devel¬ 
opment could take place until that 
work was done. 

She said: “The problem of the site is 
that it is quite difficult to get things 
going because of the cost of the 
development. 

“The developers are going to have 
to fork out several millions to clear it 
and then start working on it. 

“We do have problems with the 
viability of several sites in Luton. 

“People are really interested in 
Power Court because of its prime 
location but the remedial work is the 
issue. 

“We are exploring other funding 
streams to try and solve the problem.” 


The council said most of the work 
centres around the re-location of an 
electricity sub-station as well as 
dealing with the River Lea which 
runs through the Power Court site. 

In 2005 the site’s previous owners 
Ballymore, an Irish property 
development firm, submitted 
proposals to build a 55,000 square 
feet retail development with 200 
homes. 

And last year, the current owners 
British Land were reported to be in 
discussions with the council over 
possible schemes at the site, which 
used to house a power station. 

The council owns small buildings 
on the site which are still occupied 
on short term leases. The largest 


users left the site in 2010. 

A spokesman said: “There are sev¬ 
eral significant costs associated 
with the redevelopment of Power 
Court which is, of course, the site of 
a former power station. 

“One is the need to deal with or 
relocate a large electricity sub-sta¬ 
tion which is in a central location 
within the site. 

“Another is the fact that the River 
Lea runs directly through the site, 
mainly in a culvert. 

“The costs of dealing with these 
two issues depend on the approach 
to be taken which itself depends on 
the nature and layout of any 
proposed development, so it is not 
possible to put an accurate figure on 


the additional costs of redeveloping 
this particular site. 

“However, these two issues togeth¬ 
er with demolition of buildings and 
any necessary decontamination of 
the land do amount to very signifi¬ 
cant ‘abnormal’ costs in relation to 
the redevelopment of this site. 

He added: “We are asking SEMLEP 
(South East Midlands Local 
Enterprise Partnership) as part of 
their Infrastructure Investment 
Plan to contribute towards the costs 
of de-culverting and restoring the 
River Lea as it runs through the site 
on the grounds this will help remove 
the constraints to redevelop what is 
seen as a strategically important 
employment site.”

Aldi says it will deal with any customer complaint on a ‘case by case basis’

A SUPERMARKET has removed 
signs warning customers they 
would be fined for using the car 
park without shopping at the store. 

Aldi, in Church Street, 
Dunstable, has taken down the 
notices after stating they had 
been put up ‘in error’. 

Last week Luton on Sunday 
reported that when the store 
opened in 2007, it was supposed 
to offer free short-term car park¬ 
ing to both store customers and 
non-customers. 

But signs appeared which said 
parking was only free for people 
using the store. 

Customers were also told if they 
spent more than 40 minutes 
in-store they had to enter their 
registration vehicle number at a 
terminal inside the shop. 

The sign removal came in the 
same week a resident who said he 
had been unfairly sent a parking 
fine notice was told by Aldi he 
would not have to pay it. 

The man, who does not want to 
be named, said he had received a 
letter from ParkingEye with a £70 
fine after shopping at the store 
on November 26. 

He said he had shopped in the 
store for ‘only 70 minutes’ but 
had not entered his registration 


A FORMER World Champion 
boxer has lent his support to 
proposals to build a new sports 
centre in High Town.

‘We will fight for 
justice for Leon’

HUNDREDS turned out to 
attend an emotional com¬ 
munity-led vigil to mark the 
one month anniversary of 
the death of Leon Briggs. 

The 39-year-old father of 
two, died in Luton police cus¬ 
tody after he was detained in 
Marsh Road. 

An inquiry into the death is 
being carried out by the 
Independent Police 

Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) but campaigners have 
set up community group 
Justice4Leon to ensure that 
they receive answers. 

Some have already 
expressed their frustrations 
at the length of time the 
investigations are taking, 
which mean the family are 
prevented from holding 
Leon’s funeral, and have 
committed to holding 
monthly vigils to ensure their 
message isn’t forgotten. 

On Wednesday evening, the 
300-strong crowd outside

Luton police station, gath¬ 
ered around a makeshift 
shrine to hear from friends, 
and campaigners for other 
men who have died in police 
custody. 

Speaking on the steps of the 
police station, Cyril Mitchell, 
Leon’s best friend, said: “Each 


one of you here today go and 
bring another 10 people to 
stand by your side so we can 
get change. You can help by 
giving your voice.” 

Just this week the 
Commissioner of the IPCC 
Mary Cunneen asked for 
‘people to be patient’ while 
the ‘complex inquiry’ took 
place, adding: “Our focus 
remains on establishing what 
happened to Leon and to pro¬ 
viding answers to his family, 
friends and the community.” 

At present five police offic¬ 
ers and two members of civil¬ 
ian staff have been inter¬ 
viewed by IPCC investigators 
on suspicion of offences 
including gross negligence 
and/or unlawful act man¬ 
slaughter and misconduct. 

The IPCC also confirmed 
that more than 60 witnesses 
have been identified and 
CCTVhas been seized from a 
number of local shops and 
authority cameras, while the 
police van and cell at Luton 
police station have been 
forensically examined.

A FORMER public toilet 
block in High Town has gone 
up for sale.

Shock as Strathmore 
Hotel is closed down

THE Strathmore Hotel in 
Luton was closed by admin¬ 
istrators this week with just 
three days notice. 

The closure came as the 
Menzies Hotel group, who 
ran the hotel, was sold to 
Topland Group. 

Although this move secured 
the future of 12 sites through¬ 
out the country, administra¬ 
tor KPMG announced on 
Friday that the leasehold 
properties in Luton, Swindon 


and Gatwick were ‘unattrac¬ 
tive to potential buyers’. 

The doors of the hotel shut 
for the final time on Monday 
morning, leaving many 
employees without jobs. 

The shock closure also 
stunned partygoers, includ¬ 
ing nurses from Keech 
Hospice Care and Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital, who had 
booked the venue and paid 
large deposits ahead of their 
Christmas festivities. 

A spokeswoman from KPMG 
said: “Staff at Luton 

Strathmore were retained 


over the weekend to help 
ensure that functions, includ¬ 
ing a wedding, went ahead. 

“We are extremely grateful 
for their cooperation. 

“An orderly shut down of the 
hotel began on Monday, with 
staff redundancies taking 
effect from then. 

“Since our appointment on 
Friday, the administrators 
have been in contact with all 
parties who have bookings at 
the hotel with a view to 
refunding their deposits and 
assisting them in finding 
alternative arrangements.”

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We need social housing not ‘bedroom tax’

SIR - I’d like to respond 
to Mrs M R Simmons 
[LoS 1/12/13) flawed 
logic and facts in 
regards to the under 
occupancy charge. 

We will only sort out 
the housing issues when 
we start building more 
social housing. 

Only the government 
and wealthy don’t want 
us to do that as it 
devalues the property 
market. The govern¬ 
ment know who we are, 
where we live, what 
benefits we receive and 
that there is nowhere 
for 96 per cent of those 
affected to downsize to. 

The bedroom tax is a 
welfare cut pure and 
simple. Discretionary 
housing payments are 
temporary and in place 
to deflect the blame 
onto local authority 
decision makers. 

A Freedom of 
Information request 
revealed there were 
fewer than 14 one bed¬ 
room properties availa¬ 
ble for letting, while we 
have 1,100 [some of 
whom do not have spare 
rooms as they have chil¬ 
dren and partners sleep¬ 


ing in them), needing to 
downsize, and have 700 
in bed and breakfast in 
Luton, and 8,000 on the 
housing waiting list. 

The introduction of a 
penalty charge will do 
nothing to alleviate this. 

The home swap list for 
one bedroom properties 
reveal few able to swap 
up to a two bedroom 
and when they do, they 


want a different area. 

Moving from social 
into the private renting 
sector, when the rare 
affordable property 
appears, will still cost 
the taxpayer a lot more, 
however there is very 
little availability 
regardless. 

For a social tenant to 
be put on an equal foot¬ 
ing with a private 


renter, they would both 
have to receive housing 
allowance. 

Housing allowance in 
the private sector is 
£109.62 for a one bed¬ 
room property [while 
the rent in social may be 
£80), £135.61 for a two 
bedroom property, 
£161.54 for a three bed¬ 
room property and 
£200.47 for a four bed¬ 


room property. 

Previously if a private 
tenant managed to find 
a property below the 
LHA rate they were 
allowed to pocket the 
difference. 

Whilst social rents 
cost far less, the hous¬ 
ing benefit for them is 
the same as the rent. 

If they received the 
same amount in housing 
allowance, they would 
have to pay them £20- 
£30 per week more 
which in the case of one 
bedroom properties 
could not be reduced as 
there could be no possi¬ 
ble under occupancy 
charge. 

They would also need 
to provide them with a 
better standard of 
housing, appliances, 
and flooring, for total 
fairness. 

The only way to 
achieve fairness would 
be to have a massive 
social housing building 
program, so that those 
who wanted to down¬ 
size would be able to 
and there was social 
housing available for all.

The out of touch ConDem gov¬ 
ernment appears not to have 
thought through the practicali¬ 
ties of this hated tax. They don’t 
seem to realise that, if tenants 
are evicted for nonpayment of 
rents, they have to be rehoused 


in the private sector where rents 
are more expensive meaning 
that housing benefits are even 
higher.

S UDDENLY both 
government and 
opposition are falling 
over themselves to see 
who can do most to interfere 
with the markets. 
Intervention is everything 
and free markets can go 
hang. Adam Smith, not to 
mention Margaret Thatcher, 
will be turning in their 
graves. 

It should come as no 
surprise that Brits say power 
and water bills are their 
greatest cost of living 
burden, and biggest worry in 
terms of how to pay. 

Electricity and gas bills 
have rocketed way beyond 
inflation and can, between 
them cost more than £2,000 
per year. Ours certainly does. 
Water bills are another big 
part of the annual grind. 

They make up a significant 
percentage of a household’s 
annual fiscal burden. 

It is not just the cost but the 
concern that these compa¬ 
nies are not working properly 
as markets that is worrying 
people. 

They have started to look 
more like cartels than free 
market competitors. 

Adam Smith did talk about 
capitalism only working 
properly in a completely free, 
unfettered market. 

It was Marx - am I allowed 
to mention him? - who 
pointed out that such free 
markets eventually become a 
myth, as the bigger, more

successful companies 
swallow the smaller ones, 
and we end up with either 
monopolies or cartels. 

Sounds familiar. This is one 
reason why these life- 
necessary utilities were once 
in public ownership. 

It was then thought, across 
the political divide, that 
while it was up to a free 
market on where people 
bought their baked beans or 
pint, it was too important, 
and too difficult, to make 
such requirements as power 
and water part of a free 
market. 

Even logistically it becomes 
impossible. How do I buy 
Cumberland Water? 

So Conservative govern¬ 
ment and Labour opposition 
are weighing in to these 
companies demanding 
different kinds of remedies 
and making different kinds 
of threats. 

Cost of living has become 
an election issue, so it’s not 
just the economy, stupid. 

Energy and water compa¬ 
nies are responding, which 
should make us ask why they 
could not have done this 
before the threats were 


made. It also makes us ask 
about regulators, who do not 
appear to be regulating 
much. And, of course the 
government is going to help 
the energy companies, by 
taking some of the green 
‘taxes’ off their back. 

Large corporations don’t 
need to bother themselves 
about the future of the 
planet. 

It looks like these charges 
will be reined in a bit, and 
the question will then be 
who takes the credit, which 
will no doubt be everyone. 

As Machiavelli used to say 
take the credit yourself for 
something good and make 
sure someone else gets the 
blame for anything bad, 
which by the way Labour is 
blamed for everything that 
goes wrong, the Tories must 
have read. The other issue is 
to ensure we have enough 
supply into the future, which 
is far from certain. 

One new nuclear reactor is 
to be built, by the Chinese 
communists, and managed 
by a French nationalised 
energy industry. And more 
may be on the way. 

It’s a crazy world.

Sherlock Holmes? 
Well, not quite yet 


AS I donned my forensic 
white suit the witness state¬ 
ments were handed to me.

But it was a set of keys with 
the initials ‘E’ lying on the 
table that held the last clue. 

Another look at the witness 
statement confirmed my 
suspicions. I passed on my 
findings to the ‘lead detec¬ 
tive’ Dr Louisa Vincini 
(pictured left), a Forensic 
Science lecturer at the 
university. Don’t call me 
Sherlock just yet though! 

The lab was unveiled on 
Monday and is based on 
Cumberland Street. It is a 


flat which has been turned 
into a three-room crime 
scene area able to host a 
range of mock offences. 

Dr Vincini said it was built 
to create a ‘more hands on 
learning’ experience for the 
students. 

She said: “It means they 
experience things in the 
moment and what is the 
process of gathering 
evidence rather than them 
being told what they would 
do. 

“It’s giving them the 
chance to see for themselves 
what evidence is the most 
important and to weigh up 
the evidence at the crime 
scene. And it means that as a 
group they’re working 
together.” 

Dr Vincini added: “It 
means they can actually go 
through the motions of what 
a real crime scene would be 
like.”

CELEBRATING A SPARKLING CHRISTMAS 


There's nothing that puts quite so 
much sparkle into the festive season 
as a chilled glass of fizz. The lively 
bubbles, crisp, zingy flavours and 
celebratory 'pop' of the cork make 
sparkling wine an essential part of 
Christmas but how do you go about 
choosing the right one? Bottles of 
bubbly vary so much in style, quality 
and cost. 

The more fruity New World sparklers make 
finer aperitifs and have the richness to stand 
up to starters and canapes. And don't forget 
a sweet, frothy sparkler for matching with 
cakes and puddings. Then, of course, for 
special toasts there's champagne - sometimes 
disappointing for the price but, when it's good, 
without equal. 


These days, some of the large Cava producers 
have started to use Chardonnay and Pinot 
Noir as well. Prosecco is from the Veneto 
region of north-east Italy and is made from 
the Glera grape. For Prosecco, the second fizz- 
creating fermentation is usually done in large 
pressurised tanks, not inside the bottle. Almost 
all Prosecco is a little sweeter than Champagne 
and Cava. 

Some of the top Proseccos come from the small 
towns of Conegliano and Valdobbiadene, and 
will cost a little more, but generally Prosecco 
is similarly priced to Cava - and cheaper than 
champagne. Sales of Prosecco are up 39% over 
the past six months, while sales of its French 
rival remain flat. But then at an average of 
just under £10 a bottle, it is less than half the 
cost of a good champagne

Champagne can only be made in a specified 
region of north-east France, and almost always 
from the three grapes Pinot Noir, Chardonnay 
and Pinot Meunier. The bubbles come from a 
second small alcoholic fermentation carried out 
inside the actual bottle. The C02 formed can't 
escape and thus dissolves into the wine - so 
when the bottle is opened, the wine sparkles. 
Most Champagne is almost dry, and best 
served after an hour in the fridge. 

Cava, from Spain, is made in the same way 
as Champagne, usually from three Catalan 
grapes: Macabeo, Xarel-lo and Parellada. 


Sparkling wines from Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa, England and other countries are 
also made from Chardonnay and Pinot Noir 
(and sometimes other grapes), with the second 
fermentation in the bottle. These too can be 
very good, and often great value. 

And on the subject of wines from other 
countries, Rose is no longer just a drink for 
when the sun shines. It makes for an excellent 
pre-dinner drinks wine, as well as a rather 
festive-looking partner to some delicately- 
flavoured starters.

The Hat Factory

ONE of the most popular rhythm 
and blues acts in the world since 
1971 take their string of hits, 
including Roxette, Milk and 
Alcohol and Down at the Doctors, 
to The Hat Factory. 

Formed on Canvey Island in 
Essex in the early 1970s Dr 
Feelgood remains a popular and 
exciting live rhythm and blues act.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

MIDWAY through the second half, the travel¬ 
ling Hatters broke into a chorus of “Cambridge 
United, we’re coming for you.”

keeper Ross Atkins. Their first goal at the Impact Arena in 
three visits. 

Luton looked as good as they have done all season as they 
gunned down the shell-shocked hosts and within four min¬ 
utes Still’s sublime side had snatched a further two goals. 

No sooner had Gray opened the scoring that Benson had 
skipped on to another Guttridge pass to chip Atkins in the 
13th minute. 

Astonishingly, Gray added another killer touch to a sweep¬ 
ing Luton move at the far post a minute later. 

Before this match sixth-placed Alfreton boasted a relatively 
solid home record of just one defeat all season but as most 
would testify in the Skrill Premier, Luton have nothing to fear. 

With Alfreton’s belief in tatters, Town waited a merciful four 
minutes before striking again. 

This time provider turned scorer as Guttridge rounded the 
unfortunate Atkins to stroke home number four. Town’s 
649-strong away following resembled a group of restless jack- 
in-the-boxes as they leapt up to salute Luton’s quality again. 

It was all too much for Alfreton left-winger Alastair Taylor as 
he made way for Darran Kempson after just 20 minutes. The 


other ten might well have been hoping their number was up 
to avoid a further pounding from the terrorising play of the 
visitors. 

The punch-drunk home side did gather themselves enough 
to quell the scoring avalanche with damage limitation firmly 
set in their minds. 

Reds’ manager Nicky Law had been sweating on the fitness 
of top scorer John Akinde before the game but neither he or 
the side’s attacking six could carve out a reply to the away 
ambush. 

Mark Tyler’s only save came from a weak Paul Meadows 
effort in the 23rd minute but he also saw substitute Kempson’s 
header fly over late in the first half. 

The Hatters may have blitzed Alfreton in the opening 45 
minutes with attacking brilliance but Still felt the need to 
make a central-defensive switch at the break as Joe Davis 
replaced Mawson. 

The Derbyshire side partially capitalised on Luton’s defen¬ 
sive changes as they dominated early in the second half but 
could not find a goal to disguise the scoreline. 

Akinde headed over from twelve yards while Bradley 


Wood’s rasping 20-yard free kick was blocked en-route to the 
Hatters goal. 

Having wasted their rare opportunities, Town put them to 
the sword for the final time. Lawless slid the ball under 
Atkins, completing the rout and leaving the home fans to 
trudge to the exits 

The only disappointment following this encounter is Luton 
are not in league action again for another fortnight due to the 
FA Trophy. 

Nevertheless, Town can sit back and admire the league 
table. Over to you, Cambridge.

JOHN Still admitted he had 
“never seen anything like 
it” after his side's early 
ambush set up an eventual 
5-0 Skrill Premier away 
mauling of Alfreton Town at 
the Impact Arena yesterday 
afternoon. 

The Hatters were lightning 
quick out of the blocks as 
they raced into a four-goal 
lead inside 18 minutes cour¬ 
tesy of pass-and-move foot¬ 
ball defying their 
Conference status with 
Andre Gray, Paul Benson 
and Luke Guttridge ah on 
target. 

Ten of Town’s starting elev¬ 
en were fresh from a ten-day 
break due to FA Trophy com¬ 
mitments and it was evident 
as Still’s energetic visitors 
overpowered a disappoint¬ 
ing Alfreton outfit, much to 
the Luton boss’ satisfaction. 

“We performed tremen¬ 
dously ah over the pitch,” 


said Still. “Some of our 
movement was outstanding 
and our finishing was first- 
class. 

“I could not have asked for 
more. 

“The way we came out and 
bossed it from the first whis¬ 
tle was superb. 

“I have to say, I have not 
seen anything like that 
before.
